thing that it doth ſignifie. And in the Epiltle which 
hee wrote to Bonifacins : $i enim Sacramenta quan- 
dam ſimilitudinem earum rerum,quarnm Sacramenta 
ſunt non haberent , omnino Sacyamenta non tſſent: ex 
hac autem ſimilitudine , plerunque etiam ipſaram no- 
mina accipiunt, If the Sacraments (ſaith he) hadnor 
ſome certaine ſimilitudeof the things whereof they 
beSacraments , they ſhould be no Sacraments:and 
of this ſimilitude, many times they have the names 
of thoſe thinges themſelues. hereunto 7 heodore- 
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t1s agreeth, and ſpeaking of Chriſt thus ſubſcribeth: * 


Hee that did call his body wheate and bread, and him-- | 
ſelfe avine, doth honour the bread and wine with the * 
name of his bodie, and bloud, not channeing the Na- 
ture,but adding grace onto the Nature, And Saint | 
Chryſoſtome hath the'verie likewordes . Whereby | 
it appearcth, and cuen hereupon may rightlybee in- * 
ferred, tharthe Romane tranſubſtantiators baue no | 
. ground: | 
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ground of reaſon,to affirmethat there is more tran- 
ſubſtantiation inthe Supper, by chaunge of the ſub- 
ſtance of the ſignes, into the thing ſignified by the 
vertue of conſecration, then inallthe other Sacra- 
ments. Forit there wereſuch achange of ſubſtance, 
by the vertue of the Sacramentall wordes,and ofthe 
conſecration of the {ignes,it ſhould neceſſarily then 
come to paſle,that the ſameſhould bee in all Sacra- 
ments, and not more in theone, then in the other; 
forlomuch as there isnone at all that may bee Sa- 
craments without conſecration,and without Sacra- 
mentall words, and they haue all this common toge- 
ther, andthe like reaſon is in them all, concerning 
this point. Butto bee ſhort, and yet for more full 
contentation, & cuen to giue ſatisfaQtion to the f1m- 
pleſthere preſear, that the ſigne is called by the name 
of the thing (ignified, and thatthere is no mutation 
inthe ſubſtance of it, but onely in the vie; I do for 
further proofeinthis behalfe,appeale to the outward 
ſenles:as,to theeyes, noſe, mouth, taſte, hands,and e- 
uen to tne reaſon of man, what it is, that wee doe 
recciue, when wee come at the feaſt of Eaſter, andar 
other times to the Lords Table . Whereunto in an- 
Iwering if theſeſenſes iumpe and agree , that it is 
bread and wine conſecrated toa holy and heauenly 
vic; they verilic ſpeake the truth and lye not:for there 
was neuer any tranſubſtantiation and ccnuerfion of 
one ſubſtance into another, but the outwarde ſenſes 


judged ittobe ſo. Asforexample,, when the rodde £22 4

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ment we 990 notſee any ſuch mutation: the bread be- 
ing ſanQtifed rakethnotthe forme of fleſh, neither 
doth the wine appeare to be bloud; bur,as ſignes, do 
remaine all one in quantitie and qualitie, without al- 
tcration of ſubitance. Whereby{(beloued)albeirir ap- 
peareth, a5 allo by that which formerly hath beene 
deliuered,that our coltruftion concerning the words 
of rhe inſtitution,is conſonant &right agreeable not 
onelyto learning andreligion, but to common lenſe 
allo and reaſon : yet vtterly. to overthrowe the falſe 
doctcine of popiſhtranſubſtantiation, and to put it 
out of doubt,that weeatenot Chriſts bodie carnally 
as our aduerſaries dreame and groflely imagine, I 
wilnow ouerturne by force of arguments and ſuffici- 
ent reaſons, the turning of the bread into the Body 
of Chriſt, andthe wineinto his bloud, though many 
as concerning this point (which yeelde from other 
points of ſuperſtition)doſticke, and areveric hard to 
be perſwaded, | 
That the ſubſtance of bread remaineth in the Sa- 
crament after the wardes of conſecration, I will firſt 
proue it from the definition of a Sacrament. For 
the Fathers do affirme it to conliſt of angearthlie 
thing , and of an heauenly thing:of the Word,and 
of the Element. Now forthe element and earthly 
thing to bectaken away by tranſubſtantiation , is a- 
gainlt,and cuen vtterly deftroyeth, the verie nature 
of a Sacrament, And therefore from the definition 
thereot wee are well taught and inſtructed, that the 
bread, which is the element andearthly thing,remai-« 
neth Rill in ſubſtance without alteration,as well af- 
ter as before the conſecration; according to this ſay- 
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ing of Saint CAugnſtine : The word commeth to the 
Element,(heſayth nor, taketh away the Element)and 
ſo it is made a Sacrament.

from this their text , Hoc-eſt corpus meums be- 

cauſe at the time when Cuxrts r ſpake theſe 

wordes to his Diſciples hee had no gloriticd body: 

for the Sacrament was-inſtituted before his death ,

Againe, it the Papiſtes receiue the verie ſame 
bodie of Chriſtin the ſacrament,which he had from 
the Virgine Marre, and which was on the Croſlezthe 
it muſt haue the ſame naturall properties of a Body 
which thathad,as proportion of ſhape,diftinion cf 
partes, extention of quantitie, circumſcription of 
place, and the verie ſame ſubſtance of fleſh, which he 
tooke of his Mother Marie: for theſe properties had 
Chriltes Body, that hung on the Croſſe : bur the 
bread (whichthey fay, is turned into Chriſts Body) 
is withoutthele and ſuch like properties of mans na- 
ture: Ergo,the breadisnotturned really and ſubſtan- 
tially into the body of Chriſt which came from the 
Virgine Marie, and which was offered forvs on the 
Croſſe. | 

Againe, the breade inthe Sacrament afterthe 
wordes of conſecration is ſubieRt to as many chaun- 
pes and chances asit was before:it may puttific,and 
the wine may wax\harpe and turne intovinegar;yea, 
both of them may be mingled with ranke poylon:but 
the precious Body 8& Bloud of Chriſt canot be ming- 
led with poylon; but is an excellent counterpoyſon

ſent in the Sacramehr: for itis againſt the nature of 
a natural body to be in moe placesthen one at once. 
Andathereforeſaid Saint Hugyſtine: Corpus domini 
in quo reſurrexit, in vno loco eſſe oportet yveritas eins 
vbique diffuſa eſt : the Bodie of Chriſt in the which 
heroſe can bebutin one place, though his tructh is 
diſperſedeueric where. | 
LE Againe, we arecharged todothis in remEbrance The ninth rea- 
of Chriſt ; Do ths (fayth hee) in remembrance of me, ay r07 " jo” 
in remembrance of my benefic wrought for you, & + 
in remembrance of your ſaluation purchaſed by me.

their ſacrifices, and was exhibitedindeed andin truth 
vpon the Croſſe : but the ſame is now celebrated by a 
Sacrament of remembraunce pon the Altar Like- 4 
wile againſt theheretike _Adimantas, hethus wri- jy, 
teth: Non dubitauit dominus dicere \, hoc eſt corpus - 
meum , cum ſignum daret corporis ſui.

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Yea, and tothis veric Sacrament hee applyeth this 
rule,0-mnyg res naturam et veritatemillarumrerumin 
ſe continet ex quibus conficitar: that 18, eueric thing 
keepeth and containeth the nature and truth of thoſe 
things,of which it conſiſteth. 
Now{(moſt Reuered,& rightbleſſed brethr©)if theſe 
& other reucrendolde Fathers, writing to like effect, 
haue expounded the wordes of Chriſt rightly, then 
where is the papiſts tranſubſtantiation? 

Surcly,ſurely (deare Chriſtians) how rightly and 
religiouſly they are by the Fathers expounded,it may 
wel be conceived,in that novany one of the auncient 
writers euer ſpake of reall preſence, or the literall 
ſenſe oftheſe words,Th is my Body:yea,letour aduer- 
ſaries the Papiſts bring but one Catholick and godly 
learned Father,for the ſpace of 700.yearsaſtet Chriſt, 
thaceuer taught Popiſh tranſubſtantiation , or that 
ſignified and inſinuated any ſuch matter; and we will 
not onely thercunto ſubſcribe , but account alſo al 0+ 
ther their vaine and vncatholike fancies, to bee righe 
Catholike dorine, But men, brethren, and Fathers, 
the beſt learned of that frowatde generation are ſo far 
from pleading either Canonicall Scriptures, or Ca- 
tholjke Fathers,asthat cither they ſay direQly (as did 
Alphonſusa greatPapiſt) that the auncient Fathers 
never knew tranſubſtantiation, Orelſe doubttully (as 
did Gabriel Biel, another popiſh doQor)/hat how the 
Bod) of Chriſt is in the Sacrament, it is not found ex- 
preſſed in the Canon of the Bible: Or elle they ſay de- 


ceitfully (like craftic huckſters) that they muſt hold 
of the Sacraments as the Church of Rome doth, 
Which thirdand laſt affirmation being fondand foo- 
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liſh, is vtterly to be contemned and condemned: for 
Tranſubſtantiation was neuer heard ofat Rome, or in 

any other part of the world, vntilit was there decreed 

in the late councell of Zaterane, holden vnderPope 
Innocentinsthethird, inthe yeare of our Lorde God Ser 0 dy 
I 215.50 that for the ſpace of tweluc hiidred & fifteen trantubſtantia- 
yearsafter Chriſt,the Church of God was well able ,....-3%7 
to ſtand without it. Now therforeit ſtadeth vs in hand © 
conſidering thenewnefle of it, and that our Saujour 

Chriſt in ſaying,Th# i »»y Bode, did not aboliſh the 

\ubſtance of bread & wine, butdid vnite the force and 

fruit of his fleſhcrucified,and bloud ſhed for our ſins, 

to the elements, that ſo.recejuing the one, wee might 

through faith, and by the operation of his working 

ſpirit be partakers of the other; it ſtands vs (I ſay) in 
hand,nottobend our mindes on the outward ſignes 

of bread & wine ſet before vs: but ratherlifting vp our 

hearts fromthem toChriſt, who liveth&reigneth in 

heauen,it behoueth vs to behold him the very lambe 
of Godlaine forthe fins ofthe world, with the eyes 
and hands of our faith.

all eate the ſame ſpirituall meat that is to ſay,enen the

ner: for(ſaith he) There is a thing wherein the Prieſt 
differeth nothins from the people ;, as when he muſt re- 
ceine the dreadfull Myſteries: For it is not here, as it 
Was in the olde Law, where the Prieſt eate onepart aad 
the people another neither was it lawfull for the people 
to be partaker of thoſe things which the Prieſt was: but 
now it is not ſo, but rather one body is propoſed to al & 
one cup, 

Laſtly, to the endthat all men may ſee and per- 
cciue what great iniurieis done to Chriſtian people 
(for whom Chriſt died)by Pope-catholikes,the Ro- 

none. -D3 ee miſh 
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miſh Heretikes, eſpecially that ſuch falſe Catholikes 
themſclucs may cofeſle ir,if not with their mouthes, 
atthe leaſt in their conſciences;I will call at this time 
etwoPopesto witneſſe. Pope Leothe firſt, in whoſe 
dayesthe communion vader both kindes was ſo or- 
dinaric and certaine, as that it wasthe warke whereby 
to knowe the Manachecs, the moſt pernicious Here- 
tikes that were inthe Church, thus auoucheth : They 
take in their vnworthie mouthes the Body of the Lord, 
and refuſe altogether ts drinke the bloud of our Re- 
demption ; which he calleth a ſacrilegious hypocriſie. 
And Pope Gelaſius ſpeaking notot the Manachees, 
as Leo doth, but of other perſons receiued into the 
Chriſtian Church ,thus vttereth his indgement ; Wee 
haue heard, that ſome hauing onely receined the holie 
portion of the bodie, do abſtaine from the "uppe of the 
holie bloud: but ſith that they are moonedby a fond 
ſaperſtition,which 1 know not thus to abſtaine, either 
let them receine the whole Sacrament ,or els let thembe 
wholly and vtterly reſtrained aud ſhutte out from the 
ſame : for there can bee no diniſion of this one Sacra- 
ment, and highe myſterie, without great Sacriledge. 
Whereby it appeareth, cuenin the iudgement of 
thele Popes, thar if we will not incur & run into ap- 
parent, violent,and wilfull Sacriledge , the commu- 
nion muſt bee miniſtredto all men,without excepti- 
on,in both kindes, according to the right intention + 
of Chriſt Icſus,and accordingto that courſe which : 
the Chriſtian worlddiligently obſerucd for theſpace 
of 1230. yeares, and cuer after alſo (but cuen in 
ſome tew- places onely) vntill in the late Councell : 
of Conſtance a wicked decree and vngodly "yy | 
INACE *© 
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made to the contrarie. VWhereupon,Gey/ſona great 
Papiſt being a chicfe agent in that Councell, with 
other the Popes ProGours and DoQours of ſpeciall 
reputation, did ſo beate their braines to iuſtifie 
that Ate in that Councell eſtabliſhed, as that they 
almoſt loſt their forcheades. For the confiderati- 
ons by them alleadged, wherewith they wereledde 
thus to chaunge the laft Will and Teſtament of 
Cunrrsr Insvs, are but verie poore ſhiftes 
and moſt miſerable inducementes: as,the length of 
Laymens beardes, the coſtlinefſe of wine ; the 
difficulties firſt of getting, them of keeping wine 
from ſowring , from freczing, and breedinge of 
flies . All which and many ſuch like fooliſh and 
friuolous toyes thus hatched by their owne fan. 
cics, being no lefle ridiculousthen the tat was impi- 
ous, muſt and for reaſon (if wee will bee ruled 
a whoriſhMother the Church of Antichriſt) 2painlt 
all reaſonand religion, | | 

Now what is mockerie, or what is iniurie to 
G OD and man, if it bee religion and pietie, in 
reſpe& of long beards, in reſpe& of froſtes in 
winter, and flies in Summer, to corre Chriſts 
inſtitution, and to chaſe the Lay people fromthe 
cuppe of their ſaluation, from the Communion of 
Chriſts bloud, and fellowſhippe of his holy ſpirite? 
Surcly,ſurely (beloued)howſoeuer theſe daintic Di- 
uines haue lately thus fallen into great blindnefſle, or 
rather wilfull madneſſe: yer vndoubtedly no Church 


ever refiſted mangled Communions with greaterve- 


hemeciethithe Church of Romedid, til couctouſnes 
& pride blinded hex cies,& hardned her heart _ 
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God and his ſonne Chriſt. Which God for Chriſt his 
ſake open theeyes of her corrupt Children, and fo 
mollifie their hearts,as that they may-receive Chriſts 
holy Myſteries,not according to their owne fond fan- 
ces & doting dreames; but according to the firſt inſti-

tution thereof,& accordingtothe general practice of 


all Chriſtian Churches in former times. For otherwiſe

| ally by faith. Whercupon S, Auguſtine ſayth: Why prepareſt thou 
thy teeth and belly? Beliene > thou haſt eatenit, In Toh, Tr.25,Yea, 
if God inthis point alſo, and tothis effeR hath not opened the - 
mouthes of our Aduerſaries to conuince themſelues of bolde 
"25% falſhood, let them have no accuſers. For, ſom Pope-catholicks, 
\3& namely, Gabriel (ſans, Caictanne, Ruardus Tapper, 'Heſſel ns, 


[anſenins, 
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Lanſenins, and others, hold opinion with vs, that this chapter 
meddlerth not with any ſacramencall cating of Chriſts body 
drinking his bloud in the Euchariſt : Beſides, thatChriſt by 
bread inthis place, meancth not the Sacrament in form of bread 
(as Papifts call it ) it is manifeſt by this argument, wax erm e4- 
teth thus bread, ſhall line for ener : but whoſocuer cateth the Sacra- 
ment, ſhall notlive for euer (for of ſomeit is received vnto de- 
ſtruion, eAugnPt. in loan.

Biel a 
learned Popiſh Wricer, confeſl[eth the ſame. It 1s not ((aith he) 
ſufficient to haue the grace of the Communion by the taking 
of the body, whichis ſignified by the element of bread, if we 
haue not the graceof redemption by the blood lignified by the 
element of wine, Now,albeitthe Lordiaſtituted the Cup as wel 
as the Bread,and prayed,& gaue thanks forthe one as wel as for 
the other, bidding the drink all of the wine, as well as eat of the 
bread; yet my aduerſary & his Maſters,teaching the c6trary,do 
produce ſome ſhewes of reaſon for this their impudent and 
ſhamcleſle dealing. Itis nedleſle (ay they) to adde the wine 
vato the bread. For, when we recciue that, we feed on whole 
Chriſt : and partaking of his bodie, wemuſt needs withall par- 
take of his blood, which is contained in the veynes. 

Sec heere how ſhameleſly they contcowle Chrilt himſelfe, 
For, if we receivethe blood in receiuing his bodie,why did hee 
ordaine the Cup as well as the Bread ? yea, and what reaſon 
can bealleaged, why Amiſt:rsmay npt receuue the blood one- 
ly in the veiaesas well asthe people? But the words of Chriſt 
may decidethis controuerfic, when he ſaith, D/izkz ye 4/! of this: 
Thitis my blood,ch0: which was ſh:4 for you, and for many for remiſ= 


* fron of ſiunes, For, who arethole inany 2 Euen allthat hould 


afterwards belezue in him, To thoſe for whom Chrilt his blood 
vas 
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was ſhed, the Cup muſt bee adminiſtred : but his blood was 
ſhed for private wen as well asfor Miniſters : and thereforethe 
Cvp muſt he adwiniſtred to them as wel as vntothe Miniſters. 
Yea, to proceede a little further, in prooving that they 
which cate the bread , ought alſo. to drinke of the Cuppe 
in the Lords Supper, I appeale to Saint Paxles dotrine, where

heexpreſly ſaith, Let exeric man eate of this bread,and arinke of this 1.Cor.1 x, 
Cup, He will haue themtodrinke as well as toeate, bee they « "ge 


what they may be, Miniſters or others, without exception of 
any. For, the Apoſtle writing to all Chriſtiansin Corinth, re- 
prooued the vnworthy receiving of many,and preſcribeda re- 
medietothemall, Now the greaternumber were of the Laitie, 
and not Miniſters : it was not a Church conliſting wholly of 
Paſtors and Miniſters. Therefore notonely Miniſters, buto- 
thers alſo may recciue the wine, as well as the bread, and the 
bread as wel asthe wine: yea,whe they do receive the one,they 
muſt receivethe other - not one onely, but both; ſeeing Chriſt 
hath thus commandcd,and the Apoſtles euer obſcrued it with- 
-out making any tradition tothe contrarie. 


Papiſt, Histwolaſt arguments are drawne zone from the autho« 
ritie of the Fathers, and another from the preſcription and cuſtome of 
ſo many yeeres. As for the Fathers they may be anſweredby the ſame 
grounds andrules by whichwee before anſwered and expounded the 
Goſpel, for that they doe but alludeto thoſeplaces,and vſed ether the 
ſelfe-ſame words and Phraſes, or verie lthe, that ſo their words might 
more reſemble thoſe places. And therefore as our eAanerſaries, vp» 
on that ſimilitude of Phraſes , take occaſion to pernert the meanin 
of the Fathers, ard ſeduce the ignorant : Sowill 1, to cleare and mn! 
' manifeſt the true meaning, expound them as 1 didthe Apoſtlesworas 
before, For the Fathers neuer doubted, but that whoſoener receined 
any peece of ether part of that Sacrifice he was made partaker both of 
the body and Cuppe, for that, as the Apoſtle ſaith, thoſe that eate the 
boſtes,arepartaker of the Aultar, | 


Proteſtant . Althoughthe Apoſile $, Pau/commanded the 
Corinthiansin generall to examine themſclnes, and ſo to cate 
of the Lords bread atthe Lords table, and to drinke of hiscup, 
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And ages. Chryſ.in his time ſayd,there isa thing wherin the 
Prieſt di ara en, the peoplezas wheEhe mult receive the 
dreadfult myſteries, &c. Yetthis Hel-hound, like the Apoſtle of 
Antichriſt, ſowing tares amSg the wheat,deſperatly auoucheth 
the contrarie. Yea, and to prooue that theSacramentoughtto 
beminiſtred vader one kinde, hee thus argueth : They that eate 
the hoſtes, ( ſaith the Apoſtle, 1. Cor. 10. 18. ) are partakeys of 
the eAultar : Ergo, 1Vhoſoener receineth any peece of either part of 
this Sacrament, is made partaker both of the body, and cup, 

This Aduerſarie(as appeareth)maketh noconſcience how he 
interpret the ſcripture,ſo hemay any way make itſeem toſerue - 
his eurne, For, if theſe words of the Apoſtle were to bee taken 
inthisſenſc,and thusto be conſtrued, itmuſt needes follow,and 
bee graunted that theſe teſtimonies are vaine and friuolous, 
yea,and Chriſts comandement co adminiſter ynder both kindes | 
altogether ſuperfluous ; which thing agreeth not with the wiſ- 
dome and prouidence of the Almightie, who made andordai- 
ned nothing without very good andiult cauſe. -And therefore, 
replying, I may truely ſay to mine aduerſaxie, that the wordes 
by him alleaged are abuſed;yea,and thar great iniurieis done to 
the holy Apoſtleof Chritt, inthus applying the ſcnſe of the. For 
who will grant him this conclulton ;or thatit waslawfull to ab- 
ſtainc from the drinke jms, 5 , becaule by cating they were 
madepartakers ofthe aultar? I hey were made partakers ofthe 
aultar, which took no benefit therof,although they obſeruedthe 
whole inſtitutionof God : much leſle ſpirituall benefit ſhould 
they obtaine, that brake the ordinanceof God, and were parte» 


kers but of one kinde onely. (1464688 


Papiſt, Tet for aparticular anſwere to Saint Leo aud Gelafi- 
us,you muſt firſt obſerue,that where he ſaith before the citing of them, 
that it was ſo ordinarie and certaine a thing to receine under both 
kindes, that Saint Leo wſed it to diſcerne the Manichees ; the 
oleare contrarie will appeare toenerie reaſonable man that conſiders 
either the words in the ſame author andplace, For if it had not beene 
the faſbron of [owe (atholicke Chriſtians to receine under one kinde, 
but as this Mimiſter would baue it, were both bound, and did receme. 
under both kinder y the Manichees zeith:y would nor could bage. 
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receined that Sacrament with vs,to that ende Saint Leo ſaid they did, 
viz, vttutius lateant, that ir, To lie hid with more ſafetiez and 
not bee diſconered what they were : for that if none had receined /o 
but themſelues, they could not haue beene hidden by that meanes, but 
iplo fato had bewrayed themſelnes robee Manichees, And there. 
fore for the better bewraying of them, by Saint Leo his direftion the 
cuſtome of communicating under one kimnde, was in that place inter= 
mitted for a time: as we deny nor but it may be doneby the diſpenſation 
of our Prelates the diſpenſers of Gods Myſteries; either for bewray« 
ing of Heretikes as then it was, or to appeaſe ſome hereſie lately riſen, 
as it was afterward: doneby the Conncell of Bafill. As forGelaſi= 
us,liring not long after Saint Leo, in his time the ſame cuſtome conti- 
nued fill, or was receined againe, for deſerying theſe and ſuch like he « 
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Proteſtant.  T might reply, that the Mſanichees did abſtaine 
from receiving the Cup, becauſe they did heretically belecue, 
that there was an euil] ſpirt in wine : but replying I doeſay,that 
albeit this diſlembling hypocrite, being here ſore plunged, ſee- 
meth by his lilence to take in-good part Pope Lee, 23a\fo Pope 
Gelaſins their exclamation,” and deferued execration againſt

For that ( ouncell, onely againſ# 
ſome fire-brands of hell, that began tg impugne the generall cuſtome of 
Gods people in communicating vnaer one kinde, did commend that cu- 
ſtome tobe (atholthe z and decreed, that it being ſo long obſerued, 
ſhould bee taken for a lawe, which might not be reiefted at enerie mans 
pleaſuregrvithout the authoritie ofthe Church.

Omnia venilia Rome, So thatmen 
nced no more looke vp to heauen, but down into their purſes, 


to finde Pardons, From whence it commetkto paſle, that as 
eucry 
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everie man is moſt licentiouſly bent,fo he ioyneth himſelfe moſt 
willingly to that whoriſh and Babilonical Strumpet, the Church 
of Rome, and warreth moſt earneſtly forthat faith. It weretoo 
much to reciteall the meanes whereby that kingdome of dark- 
neſle hath growne: it were a thing too full of. horrour, to dil- 
courſe of all the treacherics, poyſonings, murtherings, and 
maſlacres, which they haue vſed, tomaintaine their power. Did 
Chriſt, did Peter, did the bleſſed Apoſtles thus ſubdue and 
conquer nations ? did they thus enlarge the kingdome of God?
